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On June 24th, at noon, the recently adopted City 
flag will be raised on the City Hall and other municipal 
buildings, and the orange, white and blue under which New 
Amsterdam was founded in 1626 will again become the official 
colors of the City. The Mayor has requested this Committee 
to commemorate an event of so much historic interest, and 
we ask your co-operation. The 24th of June has been selected 
as the most appropriate date, as that will be the 250th anni- 
versary of the installation of the first Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen, and we are arranging for a public meeting to be 
held in the City Hall, at which a tablet will be unveiled and 
addresses will be made by the Mayor and others, and also for 
celebrations in all the public schools. We are especially 
desirous that the significance of the City flag, as a page 
of history and as a civic emblem, shall be impressed upon the 
children in the schools and we propose to distribute, as widely 
as our funds will permit, a book on the "Seal and Flag of the 


City of New York" (now in press) containing chapters on the 


early history of the City and on the origin and meaning of the 
Seal and flag; also an illustrated leaflet telling the story 
of the flag. Hach school building should be provided witha 
flag which we are informed can be procured at a cost of $4.00. 

We assume that your associatior will wish to further 
our efforts and we therefore venture to hope that you may be 
willing to provide flags for a certain number of school build- 
ings, and possibly, also,a sum to meet the cost of distributing 
the book and leaflet. | 

Your society will in due course receive a request to 
nominate three members to whom invitations may be sent to be 
present at the ceremonies on June 24th, 1915, at the City Hall. 

As the time is so limited the favor of an early reply 


to this letter will be greatly appreciated.

Section 3. Official city flag. The following

in use, to wit: 


A flag combining the colors orange, white and | 
blue, arranged in perpendicular bars of equal dimensions 
(the blue being nearest to the flagstaff) with the 
Standard design of the seal of the City in blue upon 
the middle, or white bar, omitting the Legend *"Sigillum 
Civitatis Novi Eboraci," which said colors shall be 
the same as those of the flag of the United Netherlands 
in use in the year 1626
